S160. (amended) A method of treating a coal fonnation in situ, comprisirig: 

providing heat from one or more heat sources to at least a portion of the 
formation, wherein the heated portion of the formation is proximate one or more of the 
heat sources; 

allowing the heat to transfer from the portion of the formation to a part of the 
formation; 

inhibiting introduction of oxygen or air into the part when temperature in the part 
is in a pyrolysis temperature range; md 

controlling the heat to yield at least about 15 % by weight of a total organic 
carbon content of the part of the formation into condensable hydrocarbons.
